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DETAILED ACTION 

Rule 105 REQUEST FOR INFORMATION 
The request for reconsideration failed to address the request for a list of industry 
trade shows and/or trade publications in which the claimed product or previous versions 
of the claimed product were featured/displayed or reviewed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. A data output control apparatus comprising a means 
for receiving a print request from a portable device critical or essential to the practice of 
the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The request for reconsideration 
is directed to the the disclosure at page 14, lines 3-8. This disclosure fails to obviate 
the rejection of record.
